Two Groups B-29 Bombers 
Sent to England as Europe 
Faces Growing War Threat 


Washington, 
July 
1G —(UP) — 


The United States today sent two 
groups of B-29 bombers to England 
tripling its heavy bomber strength 
in Europe in the face of deepening 
crisis in Berlin. 


The airforce announced that the 


two groups of 30 Superforts each 
arc now cnroute to British bases. 
It said 
that they 
will remain a 
"short time" and that the opera- 
tion is part of a long range flight 
program the air force has 
been

way purposes. 


Headquarters of the gubernator- 


ial candidate issued the statement 
shortly after the AEA directors de- 
scribed Holt's plan as "danger- 
ous" 
to the public schools. 


The prepared 
AEA statement 


did not mention Holt's name, and 
denjed that it was indulging in po- 
litical controversies or in criticz- 
ing personalties. 
'•"'"It s the purpose and policy of 
the board to speak out when the 
interests 
of the schools 
are at 


stake," the statement said. "Too 
long have the educational needs 
and interests 
of the state been 


neglected, and too long and too 
often have school 
monies been 


unwisely diverted to other uses." 


W. M. Thompson, Holt's cam- 


paign 
manager, 
expVessed the 


opinion that the "eight or ten per- 
sons" who issued 
the' statement 


"cannot possibly have heard Mr. 
Holt's radio 
address from Fort 


Smith on July 7 (in which he ex- 
plained details of the program) 
and they doubtless have failed to 
read the delails of his highway 
program in Ihe press . . . These 
few 
indivduals ought to got the 


facts. Mr. Holt's program is the 
most sensible solution- available in 
a serious highway emergency and 
it will not cost the school funds 
one cent." 


The AEA action came after J.I,. 


Holt, Camden school principal and 
brother of the candidate for gov- 
ernor, appeared before the board 
and explained the proposal.
